The Graving Dock- 



The local organ of tho Government 
lms a lending- article upon tho graving 
dock scheme, portions of which ap- 
pear to demand a few observations at 
our hands. The article starts out by as- 
serting that "tho sooret motive govern- 
ing" Messrs Robertson and McUrieght 
in opposing tho Government scheme 
•■is one of pure and unmitigated sel- 
liuhness, a desire to obtain ollice." 
>i(iw, without waiting to show with 
w hat exceeding ill grace imputations 
of this kind eniunate from such a 
quarter, wo may as well clear away 
i his accusation before' ontering upon 
the subject-proper; for it is desirable 
that the public should bo in a position 
to weigh the merits of tho con- 
trorersy ns free from bias or 
suspicion as possible. In so far 
as Mr. McCroight is concerned there is 
probably not another m imber in the 
House iess open to such a suspicion. 
We belie vo it is very well understood 
that, so far from seeking ollice and be- 
ing willing to jeapordizo vital inter- 
ests in order to aknin it, Mr. Mc- 
Creight could not be induced to accept 
office if offered it to-morrow. As re- 
spects Mr. liobertson, it will probably 
be sufficient to state that, upon the de- 
feat of the Ministry of which he was a 
member, he was offered, and trussed 
to accept, the very position held to- 
day by Mr. Walkem in the present 
Government. It is scarcely necessary 
to say that lie could not see his way 
clear honorably to accept a position 
in the new Ministry, even were there 
no objection to its personnel. If, there- 
fore, the unwarrantable accusation de- 
served an answer, the answer is given. 
The organ is guilty of great iu fairness in 
dealing with tno speeches of Mr. Wal- 
kem on the one hand, and Messrs. 
Robertson and McCreiglit.on the* other. 
It presents a full and conipieto report 
of Mr. Walkem's speech. furnished and 
revised by that gentleman himself; 
whereas a short, cruelly garbled and 
most imperfect report of the other two 
is given. Without stopping to que*- 
t.ion the right of our contempor- 
ary to do tliis. we do submit that, 
under these circumstances, it was dis- 
honest to ask the public to compare these 
speeches and judge of tho merits of the 
question thereby. Aa a matter of fact, 
only ono speech has been published, one 
side presented; and, ou tho well-known 
principle that one story is good until the 
other is told, tho public have not been 
placed in a position intelligently to jmlyo 
between tho two; and we take it that 
honest, prudent men will wait until they 
he«r both sides before arriving at any de- 
finite conclusions. Turning to tho pro- 
position to seek a cash sum of fifty thou- 
sand pounds iu lieu of tho treaty guaran- 
tee, we have merely to say that,. <y the bar- 
gain is as good as it has bsen endeavored 
to make it appear, thp Province would bo 
very foolish not to accept it, if it can get 
it. ' It will bo observed that the pesky 
little word "if" occurs twice. It is no 
part of our present purpose to discuss tho 
cash value of tho treaty guarantee; but 
nevertheless wo may be permitted en pas- 
sant to point out that, just in proportion 
as the goodness of tho proposed commu- 
tation of tho guarantee is magnified is the 
improbability of British Columbia get- 
ting it increased, and, therefore, the ef- 
forts of tho Attorney-General in that di- 
rection can only have the effect of weak- 
ening his cause. Had tho Government 
endeavored to show that fifty thousand 
pounds is no more than the bare cash 
value of tho treaty guarantee, there 
would havo been much ruoro rea- 
son in asking tho peoplu of Bri- 
tish Columbia to expect it. "We are 
constantly told about Mr. Mackenzie's 
promise to givo tho sum, and the organ 
alludes to the "frank acceptance of the 
sohome" by that gentleman. But lot us 
bo careful to examine Mr. Mackenzie's 
hasty note, as it constitutes tho pivot, so 
to speak, upon which tho whoio scheme 
turns. Here is what that astute diploma- 
tist says: "I have to say that any change 
in the mode of aiding in tho construction 
of this work from that agreed to will re- 
quire the sanction of Parliament. I can 
only say at present that the Government 
will submit a measure to Parliament to 
carry out your proposal, or some sdiemti 
equivalent thereto." Now, if the Attorney- 
General and his organ desire to bo honest 
in dealing with this question, why do 
they seek to mislead the public by con- 
stant allusions to promises never made ? 
It is very clear from the words employed 
by Mr. Mackenzie that ho only thought 
of tho "proposal" as something intended 
to "change" tho "modo of aiding in tho 
construction of the dock, not as intended 
to increase that aid. It will also bo ob- 
served that ho carefully refrains from 
convoying the slightest intimation of ap- 
proval, Taking the nolo us it stands ami 
giving a fair interpretation to the words 
employed, the only thing at all in tin 
nature of a promise conveyed is that Par- 
liament will bo consulted. Nor is there 
anything in the note to justify tho as- 
sumption that the measure alluded to by 
Mr. Mackenzie will bo submitted an a 
Government measure iu the political 
sense of the term. On the contrary, there 
is every indication that it would be sub- 
mitted as an open question upon which 
Parliament shall bo loft to decide alto- 
gether from Government pressure, lu- 
deed, in view of all the circumstances so 
ably and well adverted to l>y the senior 
member for Esquimau, in tho course 
of tho debato on Wednesday, thero can 
hardly boa doubt in any intelligent mind 
that the measure would not be submitted 
as a Govennont one. This brings us to 
consider how the measure would bo likely 
to fare at the hands of Parliament. If tiio 
proposal bo no better than tho treaty 
gu iranioj viowid from a Dominion stnnd- 
point, but merely a ''change in the modo 
of aiding iu the construction of tho work," 
we do not sou very well why Parliament 
should withhold its sanction, so long as it 
can be shown to bo tha interest and de- 
sire of British Columbia, Put if, on tho 
other hand, it should appear that, as the 
local Government aro ondoavoriug to con- 
vince tho pooplo of this Province, tho 
pioposal is uourfy to double tho valuo of 
tho gt.arantoo, there is overy roason to / 



believe that tho Dominion Parliament 
would refuse its sanction. Indeed, lock- 
ing at the whole courso of the party now 
in power, it is altogether too much to ex- 
pect thinking pooplo to believe either 
that tho Mackenzie Administration would 
recommend or tho Federal Parliament 
coucedo "better terms" to British Colum- 
bia. But wo must uotovorlook tho words 
"or somo schouio equivalent thereto," 
employed by Mr. Mackenzie. Tho At- 
torney-General would havo us believe 
that an equivalent must moan fifty thou- 
sand pounds. It might mean something 
very different. Wo have all painful ro- 
oollootions on tho subject of Canadian 
Premiers' equivalents. Most people will 
remoiiibsr how 0110 Premier held the far- 
cical planting of a post and commencement 
of acritical survey to bo equivalent to tho 
commencement of actual construction of 
the railway. Tho pooplo of British Co- 
lumbia will not be expected to havo very 
much faith in equivalents. Heferring to 
Mr. Mackenzie's note, it occurs to us to 
enquire what has becomo of tho lottor 
which gave rise to it? Why is that im- 
portant link wanting — withhold? Mr. 
Mackenzie's note, vaguo and noncom- 
mittal as it is, ought to bo road in tho 
light of tho letter to which it is a reply; 
but that letter, for reasons best known to 
tho Government, has boon withheld, as 
wo think very improperly. Again, all this 
ado, it will be observed, is about a paltry 
fifty thousand pounds. We say "paltry" 
because the present Ministry laid down 
the proposition in-' their Bcheme of last 
session that tho capital sum of ono hun- 
dred and twenty thousand pounds sterling 
would bo required for tho purpose. The 
Attorney-General conlined his ^reut effort 
to the titty thousand. Where is the other 
seventy thousand to como from V Tho 
House was assured iu tho Governor's 
opening Speech that "Tho promise of 
material aid from tho Admiralty is daily 
expected '; but tho fact that two days later 
a telegram was received announcing that 
Mr, Do Cosmos was about to leave Eng- 
land, taken in connection with tho signi- 
ficant fact that we havo heard no moro 
about Admiralty aid, justifies tho conclu- 
sion, nay, the conclusion seems inevitable, 
that nothing is to bo expected from that 
quarter, — that tho Premier's mission to 
England has, as that gentleman's missions 
usually do, proved a comploto failure. 
Tho Attorney-General tells where two 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars is to 
come from. Even wore his talo credible, 
from what source shall the three hundred 
and fifty thousand be expected? We aro re- 
luctantly compelled to regard tho present 
duck scheme as no improvement upon the 
one with which the Legislature and tho 
country were beguiled last year. Iu 
sober truth, it has oven less to recom- 
mend it. The Attorney- General is very 
positive and the organ is of courso equally 
positive that the present scheme is io«<yWe 
and must succeed; bu tit will be remember- 
ed that the leader of tho Government aud 
tho organ were equally positive about the 
scheme which preceded it; so all that 
goes for nothing. They refused Mr. 
itobsrtson's alternative proposal then, 
as they do now, and now as 
then, tho country will bo doomed 
to disappointment, should the Gov- 
ernment succeed in carrying through 
their sham dock scheme number two. We 
desire, in conclusion, to direct attention 
to a very remarkable passage in tho or- 
gan's article. It says: — 

"Tho present scheme is tho first really 
feasible one that has yet been propound- 
ed for the construction of our much-need- 
ed graving dock." 

AYhy, wo wore told the same thing last 
session about the other grand scheme; 
but if the present is the first really feasi- 
ble scheme, what was tho other ? Will 
tho organ please tell us ?

Spiritualism- 

Enixor. Colonist:— I have to ask tho 
privilege of replying to tho letter of "Cit- 
izen," published in your last Sunday's 
paper on the subject of spiritualism. 

"Citizen" commences his letter by mak- 
ing a mis-statment, not intentionally, I 
presume, but ho is no doubt ono of tho 
believing kind, liku thu "leading Medical 
men" mentioned in tho Standard, aud be- 
lieved ho was stating correctly. 

Tho paragraph in tho Standard, taken 
from the New York Medical Review, stated 
that leading medical men believed that a 
certain percentage of tho insane in the 
United Statos may bo traced to Spiritual- 
ism. Whereas, "Citizen" says "tho ar- 
ticles dwelt on the circumstance that much 
of the insanity in the Asylums of tho Uni- 
ted States,, was found by medical men to 
bo traceable to this origin. 

Now I hope "Citizen" will pardon mo 
for assuring him that there is a differ- 
ence between merely believing a thing, 
and proving a tiling, although Au may not 
sua it, Tho ono is often tho result of big.it- 
ry and prejudice, the other requires evi- 
dence and investigation. But to proceed 
to tho "burthen of his story"— Let us 
concede for the nonce, the authority of tho 
texts quoted by "Citizen," anil admit 
that God smites all spiritualists with mad- 
ness, and all the other evils mentioned, I 
from whence comes tho madness that af- 
flicts so many of tho "Crtuodox?" Oris 
it equally as sinful to be orthodox, as to 
commune with the departed? 

But I fear "Citizen" does not himself 
bolieve tho texts he quotes, nor the doc- 
trine ho preaches. Ho quotes a toxt from 
Exodus 22. v. 18, which reads as follows: 
"Thou shalt rot suffer a witch to live." 
Here then is an imperative command wil- 
fully disobeyed by "Citizen." It cannot 
bo for tho lack of atones, for there are 
enough in and around Victoria to destroy 
all the spiritualists in tho city. Ah, "Citi- 
zen," you are disobedient, and set at dort- 
ance what you consider tho commands of 
the Almighty. You are as much given to 
sin as the spiritualists, "for whosoever 
shall keep tho whole law aud yet offend 
in one point, he is guilty of all." How- 
ever, you have au illustrious example in 
Saul of Tarsus, who stood by and con- 
sented to Stephen being stoned to death 
by tho Jews, for having said, among other 
things, "who have received tho law by 
tho dispositions of Angels (i e, Spirits) 
and have not kept it." But "Citizen" evi- 
dently forgets that ho is living in the lat- 
ter half of the nineteenth century, and as 
he is not perm t ed to t irow stones, throws 
texts equally as hard, at tho beads of 
spiritualists. However, ho is not singu- 
lar in this, for tho "orthodox" have in- 
variably done the same thing for the last 
eighteen hundred years, if not much lon- 
ger. Whenever a uow truth was elimina- 
ted, or a now discovery made, it was as- 
sailed by t!io church with a shower of 
texts, until it was smother* d in its birth, 
or ushered into life baptized in bloodjbut 
thank heaven that, in the ev-oluth n and 
progression of the race, tho light thrown 
upon tho world by tho discoveries of 
science, proves that tho BOUrco from 
whenco these texts are taken, caucot al- 
ways be relied on as authority, for it is 
found to be wrong in its cosmogony, its 
astronomy, its geology, its anthropology, 
its chronology, its history, and often 
wrong and vicious in its morals. It fol- 
lows, therefore, that as all truth is a unit, 
tho "thus shalt thou Bay" of Moses, must 
have emanated from some other source 
than tho God of tho universe. 

I cannot close without noticing the in- 
ferences ''Citizen" draws from the only 
text ho quotes from the Now Testament, 
to provo that the dead cannot reappear, 
and that future punishments i\re eternal. 
Tho inferences are uot warranted. It does 
not say that one cannot rise from tho 
dead, but that tho rich man's brethren 
would not beliovo "though one rose trom 
the dead." A better illustration of the 
correctness of what Abraham is supposed 
to have said, could not be furnished than 
"Citizen" himself, though thousands riso 
from tho dead, ho will not beliovo; and 
when he can no longer ignore tho fact 
that messages and joyful assurance do 
cijnifi back from those who have crossed 
tljo "shining river ' he vilifies God by at- 
tributing them to a dovil. 
] Mr, Gray, who is amongst the ablest 
oJrid profonndest thinker* of the a.'e, in 
ljis "Enigmas of lifo," says that, "it is 
impossible to accept the orthodox doc- 
trine respecting future retribution, which 
must shock the sense of justice in all in- 
telligent and good men. This .sentiment 
finds a ready response in the mind of eve- 
ry thinking man in the cominuuity, and 
though creeds, like the God of frocaiibtes 
may compel him nominally to accept the 
doctrine, he in reality does not believe it. 

A few words as to tho Standard and I 
havo done. For some reason not appar- 
ent to the public, it lias invariably' and 
insidiously pursued a course of detract- 
ion and misrepresentation towards Mrs. 
Chamberlain since her first Let. ire. lb r 
words are distorted, and her views mis- 
represented in every possible manner. 
Occasionally it may result from a want of 
comprehension il_ the writer, for the spir 
dual (except tho a-dentjis evidently not 
his forto. In his article in Monday's pa- 
per hoconfouudstho Philosophy of Spirit- 
ualism — which comprehends the ' mode 
and moans of communicating, with the 
spiritual philosophy, which is the doc- 
taine taught. And flounders about in tho 
utter ignorance of the subject, or what 
was said. Now the pious pair who con- 
duct the Standard, ought not to be unrea- 
sonable and expect impossibilities. Mrs. 
Chamberlain can present spiritual and sci- 
entific truths, but she cannot supply them 
with brains with which to comprehend 
them, nor honesty of purpose to repeat 
truly what she says. At the risk of incur- 
ring the charge of being guilty of "worse 
than bad taste," I cannot refrain from cit- 
ing a couple of texts for their benefit and 
that of "Citizen," and I hope they will 
havo tho good taste to take it. 

"And now I say unto you, refrain from 
theso men, and let them alone; for if this 
counsel, or this work be of moil it will 
como to nought; but if it bo of God, ye 
cannot overthrow it, lest haply yo bo 
found oven to fight against God."

We proceeded up tho river, from which it takes its 
name, thence to the Boundary i.iue, along which we 
travelled, and Uulshed our exploration of the country 
south of Malsqul. Here ami there sninll patches of 
open, fern land occur: hut aside iroin these the coun- 
try is heavily timbered, and where the Are has not 
crossed very line groves of cedar and lir ore found. 
Here again is met this immense growth of weeds, berry 
bushes, .to., which covers tlio whole country westward 
to Laugley. Thesoll beinb)ofa rich loamy nature is 
formed, no doubt, by the constant decaying of this 
masa of vegetable matter, which yaur after year 
springs up. and year alter ycarrota away. Between Bu- 
massand thu Boundary bine the land is low and swam- 
py. Hiunass Prairie contains iu area of nesrlyj 

:ir.,oi>0 Acres, 
but much of it is subject to overflow. Considerable 
high land Is contained within its boundaries, partof 
which is nuder cultivation, and the results, so far, 
have been not only onoouraglng, butin Bomo Instance! 
woadorful. Hoot crops grow rainorkably well here, 
thirty tons of tnrnips having been raised from one 
acre. Potatoe* 1 , carrots, onions, i-c„ do equally as 
well. Now, to Illustrate the small amount of trouble 
ami expense attending the eiiltivalh.n of this land, I 
will merely instance one field of wheat of eighty acres 
which w is shown no' by a fanner, giving nearly his 
own words. The cost of producing this wheat, that ia 
breaking up the soil front its original state, sowing 
and including seed, did nut amount to three hundred 
dollars. Now placlngttio average yield ot" this hold at 
thirty bushels pernor • (III appearance would warrant 
expeetations above this averagol , the reader can form 
aomo iih a as tu the amount id' profit on the labor and 
capital invested. Vet it has been fairly proved, by 
practical tests, that the soil of the low land, that is 
the land subject to ovorflow, is the most productive. 
And it is a mitterof no Bmili regret that sumo stops 
havo not bsen taken, and some plan set on loot, by 
which the lands of this extensive valley might be re- 
ulaimad. Ouurdcd on lie east andjweat by the Chilli- 
whack and Humana Mountains, it presents a frontage 
to the. river two and a halt Billcs'lang. .-.cross which, 
and between the points of these two mountains, it Is 
'contended 

A Dyke, 

The average height of which would not rTcerd six 
feet, would effectually r. claim the whole valley. It Is 
also claimed by practical mluds that the actual" cost of 
dyking would not exceed an average of otir r dollar per 
ucro. Now ten times this amount par acre would 
scarcely leave tho moAt favourable timbered land in 
tho district ready for the plough. Hut dyking is some- 
thing from Whioh individual effort shrinks, and which 
individual labour cannot be expected to accomplish In 
such an instance as this. The dyking of Stimass 
prairie wou.'d he a benefit, not only to the peoplo of 
8 -'mass. but to the whole Province, lor it would render- 
available for settlement many thousands of acres of 
highly fertilo laad 

Ready for the Plough. 
It would seem then that the enterprise is one which 
should be undertaken by or under the direction of the 
Government. It is not for mo to suggest the precise 
mode In which this should he done: my duty is simp- 
ly to report, for the Information of the Government, 
that some twenty thousand acres of the most fertile 
land In the district is at present available only as a 
■•run" for rattle ;aud that this hud can hy tlio building 
of such a dyke as I hive described be rendered Ut for 
cultivation. I must mention an objection raised by 
tome to the feasibility of this undertaking, viz;— that 
the water from the river BeakB through sumu of the 
lower 6trata of the r.vur hank, whioh n'rata are tapced 
by the interior sloughs, and tnat therefore no dyke 
would exclude the water; but the- corrertaess of this 
theory is denied hy many who speak from actual ob- 
servation; and it is a question which could easily be 
set at rest by practical test, I may mention tha', land 
not to be compared with thbpraitlo Is held in other 
parts of the district at from $7 to SL0 per acre. * * * 

Chtllivrltnck 
Is perhaps the most substantial aud heat regulated 
farming district on the Mainland, If not in the Pro- 
vince; hut it might not he considered in tho nature of 
ibis report lo proclaim facts which are already patent 
to even the causal observer, were Itnotfor the pur- 
pose of adducing proof as to what can be attained in 
the matter of farming on the Lower h'raa r by careful 
industry, Here an- to be seen those signs which are 
the certain indications of prosperity; extensive and 
carefully cultivated fields, large ami well-filled barns, 
and neat and comfortable laokiug farin-huiiscs. Bur- 
roonded with their Hardens of trult and vegetables. 
These signs not only point to the gn at fertility of the 
Boll, but have a tendency to inspire the new settler 
with hope and energy, and to this fuU may be attri- 
buted the large increase of settlers in this neighbor- 
hood during tile past Hired months. We found tin- 
harvest here to bo a week Dirtier than at Sumasa 
Leaving OMIHwhack we proceeded along the eastern 
bonndatyof tie settlement, In a southerly direction 
towards the mo.iutr'us. Nature of country: burnt 
timber, with .very thick, undergrowth of hazel, berry 
and 

Ro8H»1)UsllCS. 

And considerable fallen timber. Boil, dark loam with 
clay subsoil. At the base of tho mountains, and pro- 
bably three or four miles from the Ohilliwback set- 
tlement, we crossed a large prairln about sl\ miles 
long and from two to four wide, covered with blue 
joint grass, and in places pea-vine, Although at pre- 
sent perfectly dry. it might, iu consequence 
of its natural drainage being obstructed by 
beaver dams, be at certain seasons wet.possibly partly 
submerged; but being much higher than high-water 
mark on tin- 1'n.sc.r. there would be little difficulty in 
relieving this objection. Tim prairie is about eight 
miles from the Olillliwhack lauding: and between it 
and tlheam, and approaching near tho river, two 
suedltr prairies are found, each of about one mile in 
extent. Leaving the large prairie, and travelling 
east towards Cheam, wo crossed a grove of very grown 
timber (fir) situated about live miles from Chilli- 
whack settlement, and bordering on the 

C Ileum Slongl) ; 
And two miles further on weosino upon another line 
bell of alder land, something similar in extent to thai 
west of Matsqitl. The nature of the soil, black loam 

with clay bott The boiI hen- is very deep. The 

surface of the country level and comparatively free 
from undergrowth. ****** 
Leaving the valley we commenced the ascent of 

Discovery Mountain, 
Which Is situated at the eastern extremity of the val- 
ley. (It will ha understood lure, that this plan was 
always adopted wherever the-opportunity occurred; 
not "lily to obtain a correct idea of the country, but to 
satisfy ourselves that no prairie hinds were being over- 
looked.) The ascent of this mountain occupied live 
hours, and was over a succession of beaches, some of 
which were thickly timbered with lir. one of these 
benohes deserves more than a pasting notice. Here 
th" trees grew so close together tint it was with 
difficulty wo picked our way mount them; then 
, ranks towering upwards two hundred feet without 
knot or limb, while their green branches Ittcrlaelng 
at the top, formed nil Impcuelrabla veil threngn 
which the sun's rays never penetrate, nor "shadows 
mark the flight of time." Within this grove 

The Silouce of Death 
Prevailed. Here was no undart,rowth or fallen 
timber, aud the ground was level and covered uoni a 
soft-yielding moss, over which , an we trod, our loot, 
steps gave back no Bound, So eloaely huddled to- 
gelhorwero the trees, that It was almost impossible 
for tho eyes to penetrate a dozen yards in any direc- 
tion; turn which way you would their tall spectral 
tr.iukB stood up like sentinels kuejiing watch and 
guard over the gloom boyoud. Leaving those bunches 
behind, wo cross others cov. red with low bushes aud 
stunted pines, and at last scramble up lo the bare 
peak. Perhaps the most extended view to be had on 
tha Lower Fraeer Is from this point, from here the 
river can he traced, through nil its windings, eighty 
miles to tho Oulf;and looks still and motionless in 
the distance. New VYeCtmlnatcr can \>t seen Willi 
the naked eve, and every i.ettl, -ment along the river 
can he readily d'Rtingtlisbed. Sumasa and Chilli- 
whack, the former seventK n, the latter twelve 
miles awav, appeal' almost at our feet. Hi re also can 
ha seen, in the country between Chlllawhack and 
ciieain, new openlnga make hy recent settlers; looking 
upon which, as new s^us ot awakening prosperity, 
the lina jluatl iu | wanders Into the future when 
these groun plains shall be 

Dotted With Ilerdr, 
And the tangled growth of forest which now rovers 
the virgin » -il Ol tho uplands, shall j Icld to Iho hand 
of hardy industry , and fialda of waving corn shall 
take Its place; when the eye from this point will rest 
on many a hamlet; and the sound of human voices 
and human Industry will fill the- space wheru now is 

silence »nd solitude. Fanciful as this picture may 

seem, and 1 have no doubt thoso ivlms" eipcrleuee 
have never led them beyond the beaten line of (ravel 
through this d strict mar thlnlt it very fanciful Indicd, 
yet It in not only possible for this state of things to 
come about, but the time Is not bo dimly marked In 
tho future When this very picture will become a living 
reality. For it oan scarcely ho oouslstont wltu th« 
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WlH remain long as it Is, a oonaparatire wilderness, 
while so many or our fellow beings are struggling fur 
a mUetable existence in the crowded homes of the 
old world. Turning tu tho south, and within an 
hour's wall: from this peak, we oam" out upon au 
open country, miles in extent, of benches nml rolling 
hills, covered with a species of line bunch grass, and 
dotted hero and there with groves of stunted pines. 
The existence of this country has been known tu the 
Clieaui Indians fur yeai '; and according to them no 
white man has ever been there, I have also thu In- 
formation, .from the Indians, who accompanied me, 
that winter commences there in October, aud ends iu 
April. This country would bo rslllable nH a 
Hummer range for stock, especially sheep. Hie 
best approach to it from the Fraser would he up 
the valley of a creek which empties into the Fraser 
eight miles above Cheam; but 1 am of the opinion that 
this uiieu stretch of country extends through tho val- 
ley of the Sinillkainecn, ltetiirnlug to the river wo 
explored round the 

(Ileum Inlands. 
On two of these islands settlement has been com- 
menced; but miles of unoccupied land still remain. 
Those islands are lightly timbered with fir, cedar, and 
white birch; with undergrowth of hszol, rose-bush, 
etc. The soil is the usual alluvial deposit, covered 
With .vegetable mould, and has proved , hd far. very 
productive; In fact wo found lu re everything in the 
shape of root crops vegetables, etc., which are com- 
mon to the* climate of BrltlBU Columbia, growing In 
great luxuriance. Between Cheun and Hopono un- 
occupied land of any extent was found. Crossing the 
rinr at Qppo, we commenced our explorations west 
ward along the northern hank. Between IIopo and 
Agassi/. Landing, a distance of 'il miles, there Is very 
little worthy of note in the chape of agricul- 
tural hind. Hare and rugged mountains, with 
here and there small stretches of laud mostly timber, 
with eoltonwood, and subject to overflow, make up 
this portion of the country.
